THE  HALL  COLLECTION  OF  HARD  TIMES  TOKENS,  1834-41. 

Issued  during  one  of  the  most  exciting  periods  in  our  political  history. 
These  tokens  in  many  cases  contain  quotations,  the  political  catch-words  and 
slogans  of  the  times.  They  circulated  as  money  in  lieu  of  the  real  coins, 
which  were  scarce,  and  the  panic  of  1837  added  to  the  necessity.  Jackson 
opposed  the  U.  S.  Bank  and  many  tokens  refer  to  this  opposition,  “Down 

I 

With  the  Bank”  being  one  slogan,  found  on  the  tokens.  The  Whigs  opposed 
Jackson  as  a tyrant,  comparable  to  George  III  in  earlier  times.  The  slogan 
“OK”  here  appeared  on  the  tokens,  but  it  was  also  used  in  ridicule  of  Jack- 
son.  Webster’s  defence  of  the  Constitution  is  many  times  referred  to  on  the 
tokens,  and  “A  friend  to  the  Constitution”  doubtless  ridiculed  Webster  as  it 
appeared  on  a token  bearing  the  figure  of  a Steer.  Van  Buren  "followed  in 
the  steps”  of  his  "illustrious  predecessor,”  also  noted  together  with  the  figure 
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of  a donkey  and  so  on.  The  Tortoise  alluded  to  the  slow  and  insecure  meth- 
ods of  moving  Government  deposits  from  the  U.  S.  Bank  to  State  Banks. 
The  store  cards  without  political  references  readily  passed  as  necessity 
money  current  for  one  cent,  and  are  usually  of  the  old  cent  size.  The  fol- 
lowing collection  is  one  of  the  largest  ever  offered  and  contains  some  rare 
and  interesting  pieces.  The  references  are  to  Lows  work  on  the  subject, 
which  should  be  entirely  reprinted  together  with  additions.  These  tokens 
are  fast  reaching  the  century  mark  in  age  and  are  of  greatest  interest.
